Second Con ference Fails 
To Bring River Compromise 


Officials from four Greater 
Lawrence communities appear to 
have exhausted the possibilities 
for compromise on the issue of 
representation in their planning 
for a Merrimack River pollution 
abatement district. 

They have, however, decided 
not to abandon the idea of a co- 
operative venture until they can 
determine what a new State pollu- 
tion control law has to say on the 
subject of district representation, 
The law may dictate a representa~ 
tion formula and consequently pro= 
vide the basis for a final decision 
on the district proposal, 

Municipal officials from An- 
dover, Lawrence, North Andover 
and Methuen met for the second 
time Monday to debate the board 
representation issue, A meeting a 
month ago at Andover Country Club 
brought no accord, A third session 
is to be held in Andover in 
approximately a month, 

Representation is the final major 
stumbling block to creation of a 
pollution control district that would 
build and operate a $21 million 
filtration plant to handle sewage 
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that is now dumped, untreated, 
into the Merrimack, There has 
been agreement on virtually every 
other important aspect of proposed 
legislation, although Andover has 
not fully accepted the formula for 
apportioning of capital expendi- 
tures, As now outlined, Andover 
would foot the bill for $2 million 
of the construction cost, 

Up to now Andover, North An= 
dover and Methuen have said that 
they are not interested in anything 
but one-for-one board representa= 
tion, All have said, in effect, that 
they fear any formula which would 
give the City of Lawrence greater 
control than that exercised in= 
dividually by the balance of the 
combine, 

Lawrence Mayor DanielP. Kiley 
Jr. made it clear this week, how= 
ever, that both he and his Council 
continue to oppose a one-for-one 
board, He said thecity would agree 
to representation on the basis of 
population, metered useage or a 
proportion of the operating costs, 
but not on the basis of 1-1-1-1, 

He was so emphatic in statement 
of his position early in the evening 


Monday that a North Andover 
selectman moved to adjourn-

Editorial Comment 


Time For Evaluation 


More than 63% of the Registered voters of Andover dis- 
played a remarkable faith in the wisdom of the minority 
last week, 

They ignored the September 13 primary election and 
left decisions about the fate of their State and County 
government to a piddling percentage of the qualified 
voters. 

The statistics stand as mute testimony to their in- 


difference:

Granted, in some instances, there was little about the 
quality of the candidates to inspire avid support. But this 
is a situation from which we cannot divorce ourselves. If 
the major political parties are candidate poor, it is our 
fault. If the best men we can produce are not sought and 
encouraged to run for office, it is our fault. If those good 
men who do come forward fail in their bid for election, it 
is our fault. And if the honorable men who succeed in 
being elected are shortly disillusioned and discouraged 
by the indifference of the public to their efforts to improve 


the quality of government, this too is our fault. 

The die for November is cast. It is too late for a more 
perfect Primary. 

But this is all the more reason that each citizen should 
begin now a process of careful evaluation of the record of 
each candidate. Even in those instances where the choice 
is limited, we must be prepared to know which is the 
le'sser of the evils. 


Six Opportunities 


Town Counsel ruled last week that the 1957 School 
Committee, having had no directive from the voters, was 
within its rights to abandon the name ‘‘Punchard’’ in 
labeling the then newly constructed high school as ‘‘An- 
dover High School.’’ 

It is to be hoped that this ruling will not prompt pre- 
paration of a private Town Meeting article to recind the 
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first free public school established in Andover, and this 
is unfortunate. At the same time, one must agree with 
our educators that the present name is an infinitely more 


meaningful identification, particularly for students who 
represent the school at scholastic and athletic com- 


petitions away from Andover and for graduates who enroll 
at far-flung colleges. 
Benjamin H. Punchard could not have forseen the edu- 


cational system that would one day be required to support 


his vision of a free education for Andover youngsters, 
Had he been able to anticipate the future, he most certain- 
ly would have been the first to realize that the income 
from his bequest could not finance such an operation. 
And he might have drawn his will differently. 

When he provided for alternate use of the income from 
the school bequest, Mr. Punchard was obviously con- 
sidering the possibility that the idea of a free school 
might be abandoned altogether. It is doubtful that he 
would be in the least concerned to learn that the some 
$3000 which his trust contributes to the school department 
annually is used to buy supplies for a school that no 
longer bears his name. 

It is logical that Andover High School should be An- 
dover High School. There is no reason, however, why the 
name ‘‘Punchard’’ cannot be preserved in connection with 
the school system. 


The town will soon have two junior high schools, one 


of which it will be necessary to name. And there are plans 
for five additional elementary schools within the forsee- 
able future. 


This provides the School Committee with six opportuni- 
ties to keep the memory of Benjamin Punchard’s interest 
in education alive . . . and to comply with the technicali- 
ties of his will.

Robert Henderson did say, how= 
ever, that he regarded the North 
Main Street site as a better loca= 
tion for the fire station, 

By Monday, however, the situa= 
tion was changing, The selectmen 
met for lunch, without Manager 
Richard Bowen, and afterward re- 
ports of a Supplemental Warrant 
began to circulate, 

Contractor Giles confirmed 
Tuesday that he told the board 
Monday he was willing to accept 
$150,000 for a section of his pro= 
perty that would include 140 feet 
of the 192 feet frontage on Main 
Street, It would be located at the 
corner of Main and Lewis Streets 
and run in the rear to adjoin land 
that is part of the town’s depart- 
ment of public works complex, a 
distance of some 280 feet, 

Still to be negotiated, apparently 
is the question of demolition of the 
shell of the old brick warehouse, 
Giles said his price does not in- 
clude demolition which he es- 
timates would cost an estimated 
$10,000, In other words, the town 
would have to invest a total of 
$160,000 to acquire and clear the 
property, At least one Selectman 
is under the impression, however, 
that Giles is prepared to include 
the demolition as part of his 
$150,000 offer, 

At the dinner conference last 
week, Contractor Giles told the 
Board that he did not consider 
any proposal that called for 
destruction of the brick warehouse 
practical and he restated his 
opinion that the location could not 
make money sense unless the 
building shell was utilized, either 
for a town hall-police station-fire 
station complex or for a fire and 
police station, He said Tuesday that 
he is still of this opinion, 

Asked why he would be willing to 
split his holdings in a valuable in- 
dustrial zone and drop his plans 
for development of an apartment 
building in the warehouse, Mr, 
Giles said that he has ‘found 
greener pastures elsewhere,’’ He 
explained that he has found it 
easier to do business in other than 
his home town, 

He was unable to explain what 
his plans would be for use of the 
52 foot frontage he expects to re= 
tain on Main Street. As possibili- 
ties he mentioned an access to the 
rear of the property, a small 
commercial establishment or an 
expansion of the Friendly parking 
area, 

Chairman William Stewart re- 
leased a statement Wednesday to 
explain the board’s move for a 
revote of fire station funds, 

In the statement Stewart said: 
“It is the considered judgment of 
the Board of Selectmen that there 
are fewer disadvantages to the 
development of this site than would 
be the case on Stevens Street. 
Travel on Harding Street would 
not be necessary . . . and the 
North MainStreet hill, particula rly 
in the winter time, would not pre- 
sent the problems that would attach 
themselves to the Stevens Street 
site, . . The price of $150,000 for 
a largepartof this property, though 
not small, nevertheless, in the 
judgment of the Board of 
Selectmen, represents a sound 
investment in the future of the 
Town,”” 


Bowen Ex plains 


Station Remarks 


Selectman Sidney P. White told 
Manager Richard Bowen last week 
that if Andover firefighters were 
polled for their opinion, the re- 
sults would show that they are 
opposed toconstruction of a central 
fire station at the corner of Main 
and Stevens Streets, 


Bowen replied: ‘I don’t care 
what they think, But I do care 
what the people think,”’ 

This week he explained his re- 
tort in a letter to Board Chairman 
William Stewart, commenting that 
his remark had apparently been 
‘‘misinterpreted’® to the deroga- 
tion of his office as well as that 
of the Fire Department, 

Stating that he had had long 
conferences with the fire chief 
in the consideration of station 
locations, Bowen said, ,. “It has 
been and it always will be my 
policy to be concerned primarily 
with the informed and professional 
opinions of department heads,”’ He 
added, ‘‘It has not been nor will it 
be my practice to conduct polls of 
the members of any given depart= 
ment on a particular project... 
although it would appear that this 
has been done by a member of the 
Board of Selectmen, . .”’ 

The statement continued: ‘‘I re= 
spect fully and completely the dedi- 
cation and competence of members 
of the Fire Department in pro- 
tecting the lives and property of 
the citizens of the Town of An- 
dover, Our department is a 
superior one and worthy of my 
respect...”

Career opportunities tor women 
are still quite limited in her 
country, but she says women with 
college degrees can find jobs with 
the government or in education, 

Asked about the political tur- 
moil in her country, the soft spoken 
brunette replies that one is very 
conscious of the infiltration of 
Communists in Laos, There are 
student parades and perpetual re- 
ports of Communist incidents, And 
how do the people of Laos feel 
about America? Most, she be- 
lieves, feel that the United States 
is really interested in their country 
and really helping with solutions to 
their problems, But there are many 
people who feel more akin to 
France and England than the U, S, 

The Laotian school system is 
organized quite differently than 
that of this country, Medkham 
says, The public school student 
goes to secondary school through 
a 13th year, by which time he is 
20 to 21 years old. With this back- 
ground he is quite fluent in French

On hand at AHS to shed still 
another point of view on world 
affairs is Lissa Vogt, daughter 
of Mr, and Mrs, S, Johnson Vogt, 
50 Wildwood Rd, Lissa spent the 
summer in Germany as an AFS 
Student, living in one rural and 
one metropolitan community 
during the two months, 

The head of the household inher 
Gutersloh was employed by a big- 
city industry and in Mahlerten the 
Andover teenager lived with a 
dairy farmer and his family, (As 
a sideline, the farmer ran his own 
schnapps distillery!) 

The high school senior reports 
that the Germans she had an 
opportunity to question are ‘‘afraid 
of the idea of another super=nation 
and quick to say that they would 
not like to be as big as the United 
States nor to have her international 
responsibilities, 

Lissa says she saw absolutely 
nothing to indicate that any re= 
surgence of Nazism is likely in 
Germany and she said she was 
told repeatedly that mostGermans 
really did not know about the 
horrors being perpetrated by the 
Nazi government during World War 
II, And is she convinced that they 
did not know? She is almost cer= 
tain, but not quite, 

So far as Lissa was able to 
learn, realistic Germans do not 
expect to see their country re- 
united, They talk about it, she 
reports, but without any real con= 
viction, ‘‘I think they feel they 
have grown too far apart as 
separate countries to ever be re- 
united,*® she explains, 

Lissa found Germans quite 
“Americanized,” their life quite 
commercialized and few of them 
“typically German,”
